Alilili- lirl'.ire (iMi-k a teirifii- wind 
struck the (.1 111 iiuni y and vnur re|R>rt- 
er couKlit the flu'lter of the Ikuim' just 
iu tiuie to ei'cai)e beiug caui^ht under a 
hnge tree that came crashing down 
a;?ainHt the honse. Windows were 
ch sfd Instantly, and none too soon, fur 
thi- (•> clMiic was upiit' us. and ti<'»'-i and 
liciusr- Wi ll- fast lit'iuK dciiiolisiied in its 
path, while my wife in fear and trem- 
bling t^iught the sedation aud pro- 
tection of the cellar in company with 
the ladieM of tbe honae. I waaiated in 
closin;; Mliuttei-H and making prepara- 
tioTiK f(jr the worst that could be ex- 
pected, while trees were heard to be 
crabliing down and missiles were 
itriking against the house. The building 
proved strong enoogb to weather 
tiie blast, ami in half an hoar the worst 
of the hnrrioane had pasHed. 

An soon as the trees had been cleared 
away from the front of the hoiisw your 
corresiMiiidfut started out. aud soon 
learned that ;i horrible culauiity had Imv 
fallen tlie plac-e that has nut been 
e<iaalled since the St. Cloud oydona 
seyeral years ago. Ptiople liegan to 
gather in the streets, and in a few min- 
utes the news was .•-(■.ittered abroad that 
an excur^idii boat, with over *110 jieojile 
on it, was ei'.psi/.ed in the middle vi L.ike 
Pepiu. The boat proved to be the 
Ktemaer Sea Wing, which came down 
the lake from Diamond Bluff, a small 
place ab<mt seventeen miles^ north of 
here, on an excursion to the eiicamp- 
n'ent of the First re,i,'in»eul. X. (t. S. M., 
which is bein« In Id a mile below this 
city. The oteiim»;i' .started hack on the 
homeward trip about -i o'cluck, and al- 
though thera were signs of an upprbach- 
ing storm it was not oonsidenNl in any 
way serious, and no danger was antid- 
patt ■;. 

The b at was crowdeil to ii> fullest 
capaciiy. about 150 men, ^vonn'ii arnl 
chlhlreii from Ued \V'inf< and Uiaiiioiid 
Blulf. beinn oil board, and aljont titty 
people on ,1 li,i! ','e w hich was jttlacheii to 
the side of the .~teainer. When about 
opposi;4' Lake Cil.v the b.jat bfjj.-m to 
feel the etfects of tho storm, but tlie 
officers kept on the way. while the 
storm iin re.is 'd as the Ihihi loiitinned 
up the lake, and in tifti.-en uiimiles was 
at its iH iKlit nertiiiiu; < 'ential [Miint, 
about ihiee miles ubove Laid' City. 
The ste. liner was at the merry of the 
waves, which were now wa-hiiig over 
theb(.ai and all was confusion. The 
boat iiioii.eiitai ily ran on to a bar and 
the iia:;;e \\a.> cut loose, and the steam- 
er a^.dii set adrift in the lak,-. A num- 
ber of those on tho barge jiiiupcd and 
Bwuiii ashore. 

As the oi-rtje also floated anain int(j 
the (iei'ii w.iter those on the bai tre .saw 
the steamer as it was carried helplessly 
out into the middle of the l;.,<e. and as 
they were bein^c tosseil about iu the 
ragii.f,' wa:.'is they were horrified a mo* 
ment later to observe the steamer cap- 
^ize and its car^o of l.'iu precipitated 
iiit i t;ie lake. Those on the barge ro- 
iiiaii.. d there until they were drifted 
nearer '.iie shore, and they were all res- 
cued or sw.im ashore. Amon^ them 
were two ladies who were brou;,'ht to 
the beach by stronj; and ready swim- 
mers. There weie alioiit fifty iii all tliat 
were on the bar.Lje. 

Tho events lliat transjui'i-d on the 
steamer after it separated from tlie 
barne ar.- probably most clearly related 
by those >vlio W'-re rescueil from it. As 
soon a^ Ih.' t toi ni had begun to att'ect 
tlie jin ;;i-es- of the boat Cujit. Weiheni 
tjiive instructions to run the iioal into 
the WiM-oiisin -lit re but it was imiiosNible 
to run against the teri il.le forces of 
wind atid wave. In five minutes more 
the waves began to wash into tbe boat 
and tili its lower decks, and while the 
lifiil stones as large as heiis" e^'gs came 
down on the heads of the poor and 
heljileBS otvatures who were huddled 
together on tbe top. 

A huge wave struck the craft in the 
sitle at the same moment that a terrific 
blast of wind more horribly forcible 
than the ulhers came up and carried the 
boat over, all of the people on board, b5t) 
or more, being thrown into the water, 
some being caught underneath and oth- 
ers tlirowii into the waves. The boat 
turned bottom upward and only about 
twenty-live people were observed to lie 
floating on the surface. These caught 
hold of the boat and climbed upon the 
Upturned bottom, aud those first secur- 
ing a position luaisting the others.

Afterwards, how 
ever, as a flash of liL'htning liglited np 
the surface of the lake the sif,'ht of an 
occasional white dress of a drowning 
Woman or child was observable, but it 
w.ts impossible for those who witnessed 
the ht.i vi'ole sight to lend any aid. ThoM 
remaining U-gan.calling for help ftam 
th«' siioi e as soon as the storm l)egan to 
abate, .iiiil ill half an hour liglits were 
ob>erve<l I'.iitiii;,' about oil the pier at 
Lake City, opptisite whit h point the 
nptiinieil steamer had now been driven.

Of these several 
were d. owned before th->y could be 
broil ..lit to tht- boat by th.i-e who BUC 
cet'tieil in r.'iiiaining afloat and again se- 
en ri.ig a hold on the boat's side as the 
ineii bung on to the railing iu danmr 
each moment of being wasueti awayVy 
the waves, 

(Jue man ob-erved tbe forms of two 
Women wedged In 1)otween a stationary 
.'>i .it and the bo.it 's side, both pale in 
death. As the lightning gleams lit up 
theii ujiiurued faces, another nitui saw 
t wo little girls floating past him as he 
hung with des^ierate efforts to the 
steninor'!, side. 

Half hour after the passage of the 
storm your i-eimrter went with others to 
tlie^ock wliere tbe Hteamer Ethel How- 
ard was anchored safe from the storm 
It was presumed that the steamer would 
at once ]>r(x;eed to the rescue of the 
drowning, but when I asked the captain. 
Mr. Howard, if be was going nut to the 
rescue, he replied that he was not goin 
to run his boat away from the shore 
until the indications of another an- 
proacliing storm had disnp]>earoi]. He 
said also that he did not protsise to run 
the risk of losing his btiat in order to 
look for d?ad people on the lake. 

Citicens of Lake City who heard Capt, 
Howard's remarks were moat sevare in 
their denunciation of the position he 
assumed in the face of tbe statements 
made to tbem that everv minute might 
mean the saving of a half doien lives. 
Many talked of taking the boat away 
from him by force, but there were not 
enough to put the plan into axecution, 
and other means of rescue were re 
sorted to. 

In a few minutes 'a dojsen or more 
row boats were loi^Aed and put out 
from tbe shore, "the upturned boat was 
at lu(*t discovered, \tlie twenty or more 
remaining ]>eople clinging to the boat 
were rescued and brought to the shora, 
most of them being able to swim.

Sr. Pwu. Minn., July 14. -^-A destruct- 
ive storm, including a cyclone and end- 
ing in a tierce hurricane, swept the coun- 
try just uorth of here at 5 o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon, carrying death and de- 
struction in its path. The storm origin- 
ated at a p.>iiit four mill's direc tly north 
of here and moved iiorthea^ti i ly ttiward 
White Li ar, fovering a coiintr> accessi- 
ble onl> to it aius. iiii'l reports ctjine in 
slowly. It is certain there aru at least 
eleven persons killed and a large num- 
Ijer seriously injured. 

Tlie (Storm center was at Kohlman'H 
laki'. .it the lar;ie stock I'ai ill of .Fames 
J. Hill, pr.'sitleiit of the Uieat Northern 
roail, hihI to thoe isiints thit e ambu- 
lances ha\e been sent, accompanied by 
a force of ten surgeons. Tele^'iaiihic 
coumunicatiou with White Bear is cut 
off, and AS thousands of excnrsioniAtk 
went out ihiiiii^- the da> tlie stations arw 
crowdi il with au.xioi'.s fi iemls.

Reports from outlying tewas show 
that the storm visited destmotion npon 
manv places. While the omtial storm 
point was at Lake City and Lake Kohl- 
man, tbe wind was of the force of a 
hnrricane over all of the territory 
north of St. Paul, and its track was 
marked by ruin for a distance of four- 
teen miles. Beginning at Lake Bfac- 
canon and extending across to Lake 
Vadnois. the storm left nothing stand- 
ing in the path. Farm houses were un- 
roofed, all standing grain prostrated 
and trees nprooteed. 

Vague reports of loss of life are com- 
ing in continually. At New Canada 
it is reported that twenty lives were 
lost ana scores injured. The damage to 
projieriy is also extensive. ^^ iilfe Bear 
lake was crowde<l with exc ursionists, 
but it eecaded tbe cyclone, thongh 
there was a general scare, a bard blow 
and a severe nail storm.

MiNNK.Miius, Minn., July 14.— Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul almost by miracle 
escaiied the severe effect of a fycloiie 
late yesiei ilay afternoon. At 4 o'clock 
the funnel formed u few miles north- 
west of .Minneapolis and first came tc 
the grou;. I. but only for amument, neai 
the Twin City sUK'k yards. No serious 
lama^e i- \ et reported from tnere. 

It then rein lunded and came to earth 
again about tive miles fiii tlier east, and 



rebouiidiii;; again struck the viclioiy 01 
Kohlmans hike, sevi-n miles from St, 
Paul, with ;;n iutti.isity that - a- terrific. 
At this time tlie toii of ii t- iumiel, as 
seen from a tall building in this city, 
se 'tiled fully two miles in drcumfer* 
enca. 

-Ai Kohlinan's l.iki- six ]ieople are 
dead, five ini--siii'j; and nine woiiniled. 
At Little Canada. ,il-o n.'ar St. I'aul, 
there are lives lo.-t but liow many is not 
known, 'the cydtuie cut a swath -00 
yartis wide, leveling everx tliiuj^ before 
it. The damage to proi)erty is great 
but not yet estimateil. Large trees were 
broken like straws and carrietl hundreils 
of vards, and six houses were blown 
b*)dily into the lake. .Ml the inmates of 
one house were killed. Hundreds of 
head of -t<K k were killnl. Some very 
valuable and rich stock farms lay in the 
path of the storm. 

Later atlvices indicate that .it least 
twenty people wer« killed at KoIiIiuhu h 
lake, and iierhajw as many more at Lit- 
tle Canail.i 

The tunnel was j)hotoi,Ta plied from 
the toj) of >t hotel in tliisi ityby F. A. 
Ho^le liriinn tlit< time it was wreaking 
ib'striit tu,;i at Kohlmaii's lake, and SX- 
celleiii iicjialives obtained. 

VICTbMa GROWING IN NUMBER. 



II Is Now Hoiloved forty Pvrsoiu Per- 
Uheil In the Clilrayo Kxpluitlon. 

CHiCAao. III.. July 14.— The late.st iw 
lice rejiort relative to Frid.iy iii>.'!it's ex- 
plosion oil board the steamship Tioga 
Would iiitlicate that over forty |iersoiij 
Were l.'iown into eleriiit\'. The head 
uttit eis of the Union Steamship eom- 
pany aie willing to concetle tliat twenty- 
tive were killeil. but a careful ii vitw ol 
the situation and a recount ot tbe un- 
known dead and missing raises the num- 
ber tti more tiian forty. 

The work of pumping out the water- 
loggeil stern compartment of the Tioga 
was finally accomplished yestei tlay aft- 
ernoon without accident, ami six addi- 
tional bodies, five of them colored and 
one white, were taken from the myriad 
of oil barrels and cotton bales, ami sent 
to the morgue. No effort was made tc 
get into the after end of the compart- 
ment, where, it is believed, a numljei 
of additional bodies are buried, but tht 
entire work will soon be completed, 
and iiie ex.ict result of the fearful ex- 
plosion will Ite known. The number ol 
bodies deiivt i ed at the morgue is twen- 
ty, aud of those twelve have been posi- 
tively Uentified.

A Forecast of the Week's Pro- 
o««dinga 



IN BOTH SENATE AND H0U8B. 



The Senate Will l>lH|i<>*e of I lie Siiiidry 
Civil Appro|irlatlon Bill »nd Probably 
Take Vp the Tariff Bill— Other Waak- 

Ington New*. 

WAf«ni.N((T«iN. July 14.-— There is only 
one thing certain tiliout the program of 
tbe senate for the coming week, and 
that is, that tbe sundry civil approinria- 
tion bill will be taken up, and if iKjssible, 
di-posed of. Before adjournment Satur- 
day ;ifterno(jn, the tariff bill was made 
the unfinished business of the senate, 
which makes it pretty certain that the 
measure will be taken for dist^ussion 
when the sundry civil bill is out ths 
way. But there is no certainty that the 
Democratic members of tiie senate will 
petmit the Sundry civil bill to be put 
throtigh within tbe week. 

It is generally recognized as a fact 
that the Democratic policy iu the senate 
is to be Olio of delay until it is deter- 
mined that the Federal elections bill li 
to go over to tbe next 8e,ssion, or until 
that measure is pa^«ed. The caucus of 
Reptdilican senators to be held early in 
the week will c<jme to a determination 
on the subject of n program for senate 
action, atKi when that pr(jgram is an- 
nounced the Democrats will know how 
to govern their conduct hereafter. Un- 
til the Republicans come to a decision, 
however, the general belief is that the 
Democrats will keep tbe discussion of 
the sundry civil bill going. What the 
decision of the Republican cauctu will 
lie is a matter of much doubt. 

There is no doubt that a majority of 
the Republican senators who met in 
caucus Thursday night favor a change 
in the rules of the senate under which 
debate can be limited, and snbsequentlv 
the passage of tbe Federid election Ull. 
But the enemies of this proposition on 
the Republican side of the chamber 
claim that thev can muster enough 
"bolters" to defeat canotis action wUh 
the assistance of the Democrats. Senate 
caucuses are never considered absolute- 
ly binding. They are rather advisory, 
althoughlt is considered a bold member 
of tbe senate who will repudiate caucus 
action. Tbe Republican cauctis will 
likely be held Monday night. It will 
detenuine the program of the senate. 

The bouse this week will probably 
follow tile program determined on by 
tbe committee on rules for the week be- 
fore—the disposal of the original pack- 
age and bankruptcy bills. Mr. Payson's 
la,iid grant forfeiture bill is well on its 
way to final disposition, and he will 
hardly object to the con.sideration of the- 
other bills, as he did last week. While 
no definite program has been de- 
teriniiietl on, it is safe to say that the 
bankruiitcv and original package meas- 
ures will have the right of way. with 
the contested ehvtion cases of Langston 
vs. Veiiable. from the Fourth Virginia 
district, and of Witter against Elliott, 
from the Seventh district of South Car- 
tdiiia. as possibilities. The coniiuittes 
on the District of Columbia will have 
the floor on Monday for the further con- 
sideration of tbe Atkinson railroad bill.
